STATEMENT OF INOPERATIVENESS OF ORIGINAL PATENT: 
I verily believe the original patent to be partly inoperative or invalid by reason of my 
having claimed less than I had a right to claim in the original patent. All errors which are 
being corrected in the present reissue application, up to the time of the filing of this reissue 
declaration, arose without any deceptive intention on my part. 
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CONCURRENT PROCEEDINGS: 

The patent for which reissue is requested is not and has not been involved in any 
concurrent or prior interferences, reissues, reexaminations, or litigations. 

IDENTIFICATION OF THE ERROR: 

The error which results in the patent being partially inoperative or invalid includes a 
failure to claim a method for using a tree search method to determine an identification 
number of one of a plurality of wireless identification devices, a search tree being defined 
for the tree search method; and skipping a level of the search tree during the tree search 
method. More particularly, one instance of error is found in Claim 6. which is unduly 
limited, in part, by being limited to (in connection with determining using an interrogator if a 
collision occurred between devices that sent a reply to an interrogator) creating a specified 
group of devices that is one quarter of an earlier mentioned specified group. This error In 
Claim 6 is addressed by the accompanying reissue application by presenting Claim 27 
which tracks issued Claim 6, but which omits the limitations related to the new group being 
one quarter of the earlier mentioned specified group. Claim 6, and other claims include 
additional errors through inclusion of other limitations that are not included in claims added 
in the accompanying Amendment. Thus, this is a broadening reissue application. 

Every error in the patent which was corrected in the present reissue application, and 
which is not covered by a prior oath/declaration submitted in this application, arose without 
any deceptive intention on the part of the applicants.

This Agreement n effective the J^day of Al^y 1 998 (ihc "Effective 

by and between MICRON COMMUNICATION^INC ("Micron"), with offices at 
176 S. Denver Way, P, 0.

C'Consullant"), with offices at Electrical & Computer Engineering DepaninenU EECE Building 
Room 125, University of New Mexico, Albuquerque, New Mexico 871 31. 

Micron and Con5;ulcant, for and in consideration of the covenants and obligations set forth 
below, agree as follows: 

1. Scope of Services and Warranty. Consultant shall provide advice and consultation 
concerning optimization, parallel processing and signal processing and related areas (the 
'^Services") as requested from time to time by Micron, Consultant warrants that when 
performing the Services, it will exercise that degree of care, skill and judgment that is 
commensurate with that which is normally exercised by prominent firms of national reputation 
performing services of a similar nature, but in no event less than reasonable care. 

2. Compensation. Micron agrees to pay Consultant for the Services saiisfaciorily 
pcrfonned at the rate set foith in the applicable Micron Purchase Order (the "Rate"), Micron 
shall not pay Consultant for travel time or other indirect activiiics, unless Micron approves in 
iulvance and in writing such payments. Consultant shall be responsible for the payment of all 
taxes, fees and charges that arise out of the performance of the Services. Consultant shall be 
responsible for the payment of all food, lodging, and other expenses of Consultant during the 
term of this Agreement unless Micron approves in advance and in writing such expenses and 
such expenses are incurred in accordance with Micron's standard travel policies. Except as 
expressly provided othcmise herein, Micron's only obligation hereunder shall be for the 
payment of the Rate- 

3. Invoicing and Payment Consultant shall invoice Micron monthly in duplicate for 
Services completed and reimbursable expen-ses incurred through the end of'each month. Each 
invoice must include approved invoices, receipts, and any other information requested by Micron 
that will verify the items billed. Payment for Services completed and reimbursablu expenses 
incurred shall be made net thirty (30) days after a complete and proper invoice and complete and 
proper supporting documentation are received by Micron. No payment for Services or 
reimbursable expenses shall be made if the invoice and supporting documentation arc received 
later than sixty (60) days after completion of such Services or incurrence of such reimbursable 
expenses.
